Postmaster Mai*y E. Brady 
said today, “Early mailing of all 
Christmas cards and gifts is the 
biggest single factor in getting 
all of the mail delivered before 
Christmas. Post Office facilities 
have been expanded, ample help 
will be available, and everything 
is being geared up to handle a 
record Christmas mail this year.” 

The entire Christmas mailing 
period is a big battle against 
time. Even though Christmas 
is a month away by the calendar, 
it’s Christmas every day at the 
Post Office from now on. 

The Postmaster advise, “Don’t 
take chances on mailing poorly 
wrapped packages. 


several gift packages should be 
well stuffed with tissue or old 
newspapers to cushion the con¬ 
tents.” 

She said further, “If you have 
articles of unusual size or bulk, 
better check with the Post Office 
before attempting to mail them. 
The limits of size and weight of 
packages vary, depending on 
where you mail your packages 
from.” 

Always send your Christmas 
cards by First Class mail, using 
the new five cent Christmas Tree 
stamps, and be sure your return 
name and address, including your 
ZIP Code number, is on each 
Christmas card envelope.

than in the "good old days.” But 
according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture this 
dosen’t apply to the cost of pre¬ 
paring this year’s Thanksgiving 
dinner. While the average cost of 
all the fixin’s for a family of l'iva 
this year is estimated at S6.95, 
the same dinner cost $6.81 back 
in 1923, or seven cents le— out of 
grandpa's pocket. But when the 
average wage earner’s lot is com¬ 
pared against 40 years ago. it is 
easy to see that the relative c 
of Thanksgiving dinner, far from 
advancing, has actually decreas 
considerably. In other words, all 
the fixin’s took the wage earner 
more than 10 hours of work in 
the factory to earn; today he 
earns it in a bit over three horn-'. 
This is based on statistic s for 
1923 showing an average wage of 
62 cents an hour compared to 
$2.25 an hour today. 

Here’-s the breakdown on what 
the fixin's cost approximately to¬ 
day and 10 years ago:

3 lbs. potatoes .09 .20

This year's income reporting 
time begins again on December 1 
for 26,583 disabled veterans and 
the dependents of some 22,917 de¬ 
ceased veterans receiving VA 
pension in Massachusetts, Wil¬ 
liam F. Connors, manager of the 
Veterans Administration Region¬ 
al Office in Boston, explained to¬ 
day. 

Along with their November 30 
checks, all VA pension recipients 
will receive enclosed tabulating 
cards. They carry the words 
“please do not mutilate.” It is im¬ 
portant that these instructions be 
followed. 

On these cards beneficiaries 
must report all income received 
during 1963 and that expected in 
1964. Income means everything 
incuding Social Security pay¬ 
ments except, of course, the VA 
pension payments themselves. 

Law requires the VA to use the 
reports to determine continued 
eligibilty of pensioners and in 
some cases to make adjustments 
on the basis of increased or de¬ 
creased outside income. 

Prompt and accurate reporting 
can prevent any hold-up in pen¬ 
sion payments. 

* * * 

Veterans, and the widows and 
children of deceased veterans, re¬ 
ceiving pension f-rom Veterans 
Administration should report im¬ 
mediately any increase in income 
which would raise their annual 
income above the statutory limits 
or into brackets that call for re¬ 
ducing the amount of pension. 

To remain eligible for pension 
under the law, those pensioners 
who were on VA’s rolls before 
July 1, 1960 may not have income 
from all Sources exceeding $1400 
without dependents or $2700 with 
wife or minor child. 

Pensioners added to VA rolls 
after July 1, 1960 are entitled to 
no pension if, as a single person, 
their income exceeds $1800 or 
$3000 with dependents. VA 
should be notified if the recipi¬ 
ent’s income rises from one of 
the lower brackets—$600 aud 
$1200 for a single veteran or 
widow without dependents, and 
$1000 and $2000 for a veteran or 
widow with dependents. 

Veterans, widows and children 
receiving pension can save them¬ 
selves inconvenience and possibly 
money by notifying VA promptly 
of any increase in income which 
would put them above the statu¬ 
tory limitations. 

Pensions are payable to vet¬ 
erans for permanent and total 
disabilities of a nonservice-con- 


nected nature, and to widows and j 
children of deceased veterans for 
nonservice-connected deaths, pro¬ 
vided the applicants are otherwise 
eligible. 

Any VA office can explain full 
eligibility requirements for pen¬ 
sion.

| A National Holiday... 100 Years Old 

Since Thanksgiving Day this year will mark the 100th year that 
it has been observed as a national holiday it is fitting that special 
homage should be paid to the woman whose relentless crusade es¬ 
tablished it as an official and uniform day of celebration. 

For 17 years, Sarah Hale, editor of Godey’s Lady's Book, cam¬ 
paigned to unify the states in common observance of a day of thanks. 
Despite national contempt in the 19th century for feminine meddling 
in public affairs, not once did the tiny, but fiery and courageous 
woman abandon her crusade. 

From 1846 to 1863 she pleaded with three presidents (Fillmore, 
Pierce and Buchanan) and wrote countless editorials in her maga¬ 
zine, fighting for her cause. 

By 1849 several states were celebrating Thanksgiving separate¬ 
ly; no two states observed the holiday on the same day. Three years 
later, in 1852, Mrs. Hale had succeeded in having 29 states join in 
observing Thanksgiving on the last Thursday in November as a 
unified day of thanks. 

In 1863 her appeal to a great American crowned her crusade in 
victory. Through a proclamation by President Abraham Lincoln, the 
last Thursday in November was established as a day of national 
thanksgiving.
